The glass blowers of New Jersey 
have notified Governor Murphy that 
they propose to routest the new child 
labor law of last winter, and tbe rea¬ 
son given by them Is that they cannot 
run their factorin'* at a profit without 
using the boy helpers. The truth Is 
that If helpless little boys were not 
condemned to thin work by ignorant or 
brutal parents some other class .if la¬ 
bor would be found to fill the void. 

It may be said at once that It would 
be better to dose all the glass factories 
In tbe country tomorrow than produce 
any more of the horrible wrecks for 
which they are now responsible. 

While New Jersey Is the greatest sin¬ 
ner among the states in this matter of 
child labor. Illinois is not fnr behind, 
and the authentic reports ns to the boys 
In the Illinois glass factories make 
reading which can scarcely be equated 
for horror. 

Depriving a little hoy of Ills sleep 
for years and stopping his natural 
growth through long hours of night la¬ 
bor—and this for a pittance—produce a 
class of little old men at twenty who 
are simply not human. They are not 
Immoral, but nonmoral. They are worse 
tbnn degenerates. They are "reverts.” 
degraded, animal and half Imbecile. 
Their physical and mental destruction 
Is the revenge of Dome Nature for the 
violation of the sweetest of her laws— 
the growth and development of youth. 

The employment of children In New 
Jersey factories Is the greatest blot 
upon the fame of that state, but the 
stapes efforts to abolish It have been 
most lands bin. 

Now that the people have taken the 
trouble to pass the new law. nothing 
should bo allowed to Interfere wllh the 
strict enforcement of the four teen-year- 
old provision.

THE PACE THAT 
KILLS. 


Says a writer iD the November 
Bulletin of the I'. S. Bureau of lut- 
Imr. “The strenuous life is alreaclv 
A well worn term in our country, 
hut it contains the secrel of living 
for the present generation of Americans.'’ 

The secret of living, indeed! More properly he should have said 
“the secret of death!” . 

Strenuous living lor the capitalist sends him to the sanitarium or 
the insane asylum just at the time, generally, when he is most needed 
in file business he is budding up for himself. Capitalists much prefer 
to Is- strenuous by proxy, to put managers in charge of the details of 
the industry they “own.” and to spend as much time as they can 
lolling on rich dub divans, or touring Europe. ^ 

Strenuous living for the business man means/loath or disaster in 
the long ran. True, he may he the architect of a fortune meantime, 
hut the fortune falls to someone else to enjoy. He himself becomes old 
In-fore his time. He 1ms burned lii« candle at both ends. 

All over the land today arc asylums, sanitariums, infirmaries and 
mail-houses, just because we are a strenuous people and from neces¬ 
sity travel the pace that kills. Nervous diseases are as common as colds 
and sore throats. 

Right here such an article as this, in a capitalist paper, would stop. 
To their view the people consist of capitalists and business men. The 
workers form an indistinct background that is-not worthy of notice. 

But right here, on the contrary, is just where the discussion of 
strenuous life should begin. U is the working class that is the real 
strenuous class in onr capitalist society. For machinery sets a strenu¬ 
ous pace and capitalism would have no use for it if it did not. “Modern 
methods" that we hear so much about really consist* in turning on the 
work pressure almost to the bursting point and then gradually adding 
a notch (it a time. The capitalists are breathless after profits. They 
care nothing for the interests of society in the matter of the product. 
They are not producing to please society, but to produce profits. They 
have control of production, and production must be carried on solely 
from the standpoint of their own interests, even if the workers must be 
worn out in doing it. 

A man who would go into a foot race and throw all his energies 
into the first mile and then he no good for the rest of the race would be 
looked on by all good sports as a particularly pitiful specimen of a 
chump. And just now, when fho capitalistic work-masters have giveD 
it out flat that a workman past forty-four years is no longer worth 
employing, it is clear that the workman who exhausts himself before 
that time is slowly committing suicide. 

But it isn’t a matter in which he is allowed any choice. .Tf ho 
doesn't want to travel the pace that kills, why bless you! there are 
plenty who will, and hr. glad of the chance. And who is there shall 
deny the employer his personal liberty in hiring whom he likes! 

Rebellion against this sort of strenuous tyranny under modern 
methods of production, under the lash of capitalism, is beyond the pos¬ 
sibilities. But the worker who is in the toils of this great “exhauster” 
of life, who does a little thinking during the long toilsome day that be¬ 
gins almost before daylight and ends long after dark, is not absolutely 
in a hopeless situation He ran register a pretty strong protest politi¬ 
cally. he can get others to join him in it and show them how they as a 
class an' bound hand and foot and deprived of a human being's free¬ 
dom and rights, and make them see that only a concerted ballot several 
limes repeated, ran make them free. There is this one deliverance, and 
it costs nothing to make use of it 


This paper is sincerely and deeply 
Interested in jhc fight of labor to 
secnre.au increasing amount of the 
wealth it creates but which is le¬ 
gally wnssted from it by capitalism 
under the workings of the competi¬ 
tive wage system. We realize that 
the workers will come more and 
more,to dare to demand the product 
of thejr toil, and that trade union¬ 
ism is practically the only thing 
that take* the edge off the “iron law 
of -wages” aDd prevent* wages from 
getting down to the mere subsistence 
point. More than this, we believe 
jt is the duty of every Socialist who 
is a wage worker to get inside the 
union movement and help on the 
hattle of the workers for better 
conditions and returns for their toil. 
Belioving this, we are earnestly in¬ 
terested in every hattlo of trade 
unionism that Is led by men of hon¬ 
orable intention*, and wo deplore, 
on the other hand, every mistaken 
move in the lals.r war. and especially 
every cay of false leadership. We 
fi-el it a duty a* an organ of organ¬ 
ized labor to expose such moves 
wherever w<- find them, believing 
that the false leader is more danger¬ 
ous than the open foe: Capitalism.

KICKED INTO THE STREET! 


The capitalist goes intothemarket 
and buys a.- much raw’material and 
as much labor power as he needs. 
A* the fluctuations of his business 
occur under the. game of chance 
ailed commerce, lie buys less or 
more raw material or less or more 
labor power as the ni-eds of his bust 


ness happen to require. This is one 


reason why we hear it repeated over 
and over that there is no sentiment 
in business. There is no shock to 
the sympathies in changing the 
amount of raw material usd, hut 
when it comes to changing the 
amount of labor (lower it is rather 
a different thing. Employers are 
human beings, after all, and yet 
business is business and when the 
amount of labor power must ho cut 
down it means the discharge of the 
ijellers of lalxir power, the wage 
worker*. A loss of employment to 
a wage worker, who at best can only 
live front hand to mouth is often a 
very serious thing. It may mean 
the breaking up of his home, if he 
happens to be able to have one: it 
may mean no more medicine for a 
sick wife, or the loss of a property 
from inability to keep up the pay¬ 
ment*. and so on, and on—in short 
it means tragedy in a greater or 
lesser degree. And so the employer 
steels his sympathies with his 


maxim* about, there being no -onii- 
mont in business, and tries to drive 
human pitv out of his heart, eonsol- 
ing himself that being a business 
man he must do as business requires 
or go under, which is true. So you 
see what a heartless thing the wage 
system is—the system that has built 
up this nation until today it is full 
to overflowing with millionaires and 


patija-rs and white-livered wretches 


dangling just about pauperism ami 
not knowing what the morrow ha- 
in store for them. The wage worker 
is like a dog. If some capitalist is 
willing to he a master to him lie is 
temporarily secure, if not lie is kick¬

The Alliance proposes nothing less 
than to put organized labor off the map. 
It will at once be observed bv reading 
the above declaration of principles that 
the employing class, who have already 
disarmed the people, now want nothing 
less than the disarmament of the wage 
workers of all his means of defense. 
They say in one section that they are 
not opposed to organizations of labor, 
but they mean that we shall not go be¬ 
yond fraternal, benefit societies, which 
of course are 8 great source of conveni¬ 
ence to the employing class, because 
such societies look after the men who 
are maimed or broken down by wage- 
labor. 

If the employing class enn rob us of 
all our union weapons which have been 
adopted in self-defense we shall be 
forced to quit operations on present 
lines and resort to other tactic*. 

A union without defensive measures 
such as they see fit to adopt against 
greedy and avaricious employers simply 
ceases to be of any value in the class 
struggle. 

What are the wage workers of llacne 
and everywhere going to do about it? 
As a rule the Alliances enroll some of 
the workers on their membership lists. 
However snob workers must be classed 
with the weak-kneed element. 

But now the union man, what will he 
do in the matter? Many serious ques¬ 
tions confront him. We have to face 
the Civic Federation in particular, tha 
Parry organization of employers. The 
Anti-Boycott Association with their 
law-suits for damages, and the new dis¬ 
covery in law (Tort), we arc face io 
face with the black list, lay offs, reduc¬ 
tions in wages and many other thing* to 
torment us. 

Will the organized minority stand 
pat? Well, let us wgit and see. In 
other countries they have gone through 
all this and have come out victorious in 
spite of tremendous obstacles. 

The immediate future will tell the 
tale. If we union men are possessed of 
the true spirit, and denir.ous for freedom, 
our answer to the employers will be a 
stronger demand for the label and r 
large increase of the Socialist vote. 
Should this not take place, the employ¬ 
ing class have n perfect right to their 
opinion and to treat us as a mere com¬ 
modity.

Now’ we have a aen^ation! Some 
of the big fellows are being uncover- 
ed, although theyjriU slip through 
the law as nicely as an cel through 
a gill-net, in fact they have already 
been granted immunity from arrest. 
On Monday the Citizens’ Commit¬ 
tee made known the fact that the 
Milwaukee Malting Company, An¬ 
ton Asrauth, president, Oeorgc J. 
Zimmerman, vice ' president and 
Bruno E. Fink, secretary, had been 
found to have given a bribe of 
$ 1,000 to ex-A Id. Robert Rudolph, 
when he was in the city council, 
through Charles Esau, a real estate 
dealer, as" a go-between. Rudolph 
was promptly arrested. The bribers 
—Zimmerman claims that it was lie 
who paid the mow—will go free, 
although it is a state prison offense 
to give ns well ns to accept a bribe. 

On Tuesday the Citizens’ Cnm- 
mitec made known the fact that the 
Milwaukee Boiler Company, Edwin 
Ilevnnlila, president, dailies IS. 
Church, vice president, had bcyi 
found to have given a bribe of 
$1,000 to ex-Aid. Charles Cooke, 
while he was in the board of alder¬ 
men. nnd Cooke was arrested, while 
the bribers—John E. Fitzgerald, a 
director of the lmiler company, says 
lie banded over the money—will lie 
granted immunity" from arrest. 
Church, who is vice-president of the’ 
company, is also a mining companv 
president. Remolds is the well 
known capitalist and head man of 
the Allis-Chalmers company. 

1'nder the law a person giving 
information of a crime can lie pro¬ 
mised immunity from 


iioodling in Milwaukee. When our 
•‘leading citizens” took it into their 
heads that they had better stand for 
the exposure of boodling in the city, 
they were in rather a tight fix. 
■Where hoodie is given somebody 
must give it, and manifestly no poor 
man is in position to huv legislation. 
Therefore it was plain that if hood- 
ling was exposed the names of the 
bribe-givers as well as the bribe¬ 
takers would have to come- out. 
What was to lie done? “Ijeading 
citizens” naturally shrink from ex¬ 
posing “leading citizens.” But the 
provision of the law already noted 
came to the rescue. A nephew, 
of Senator Vilas was secured bv the 
Citizens’ Committee to act as a 
detective. Certain eases were sus- 
pccted. All lie had to do was to go 
to the leading citizens implicated 
and promise immunity from arrest 
if they would tell all. It is much 
better to “tell all” and go free than 
to keep mum nnd get found out and 
■have to go to prison. 

We Socialists believe that it is 
much more humane 10 change con¬ 
ditions so lluil crime will not exist, 
hut we certainly believe that wrong¬ 
doers should lie exposed. But we 
protest aguin-t this game of saving 
the hides of the big rascals, 1 localise 
they wear silk stockings, and leav¬ 
ing the officials who have beer 
tempted into crime to he punished 
alone. 

Capitalistic crookedness knows n<- 
differences of race, creed or old 
party polities. Zimmerman is n 
Republican and Fitzgerald a Iteuip- 
ernt. Cooke is u Democrat, nil Irish¬ 
man and a Catholic. Rudolph is i: 
Republican, a ticrmin and was 
formerly prominent ns an A, B. A. 

The thing that is going on is in 
accord with our predictions. The 
biggest rascals arc the leading 
citizens—just the kind of .men who 
were chosen as vice presidents for 
that great mass un-eting that was 
held at the West Side Turner Hull 
a few months ago. 

Anvwnv. the Malting eompanv 
and the Boiler eompanv have their 
sidetracks, and arc safe in their 
possession, even if they did get them 
by resorting to crime. They are not 
onlv secure from punishment, hut 
will he allowed to keep the stolen 
goods. It pays to he a “good’’ 
citizen 1
